Sidney wouldn’t take the money for the typewriter we sold. 
Andrew paid me a check, repaying me for the repairs we had made on 
the other typewriter and the wool, and I told her that she (J had to 
take out of it $19.50 for Sidney’s typewriter. She said. That’s 
between you and him. I don’t want to have anything to do with it. 

I’m paying you for this." So, I didn’t .have the $19.50 to give 
Sidney anyway, so I got the check cashed. H e wasn’t at home, he 
wasn’t at home for some gours; I got the check cashed and- yesterday 
in his office I ±eh put the $20 on his desk and I said, "i’ll swap 
you this for a half-buck." He said. What is thisf" I said &ndrea. 
had declined to take out of the check she had given me the money for 
the typewriter we sold. "Oh, nojtf," he said. I said, "Oh, no, Sidney, 
nothing like that." I said, 0t was your typewriter, I sold it for 
you and I was glad to do it." l S 0 he pretended to pay no attention 
to me for ashile and I picked it up, waved it under his nose and he 
smiled and said, "i tell you. ; Let it go until afterwards when all 
things are all straightened out." So, well, I mean, there was 
nothing to do, I wasn’t going to fight him about it. I spoke to 
Beatrice Hosenfeld who you may remember had read not quite half of 
the book when 1 spoke to her last, and her husband also was reading 
it. She was quite enthusiastic about it and asked me what the 
situation was and I told her. She said that her husband, who is a 
lawyer, thought it was quite the most responsible piece of writing 
of that sort that he had ever seen and, all in all, they both have 
a very high opinion of the book. She asked me what the situation 
was in SaKxSaxk Europe and told her. She said. Well, she wasn’t 
giving up, and L thought it was real cute, that she wasn t giving 
up on my book. She also said that in her opinion the book as it 
now stands requires nothing; that it needs only the normal editing 
any publisher gives and that no two publishers would agree on what 
that would be in any event. L got the ms. back from Janet Wiener 
at Atheneum yesterday; I’d spoken to her over the phone and she said 
she would leave a letter of explanation with it. I have the letter 
and it shows that Atheneum did precisely what my telephone call in 
advance was intended to prevent - they wasted another mod: h for us. 

I had phoned telling her the history and telling her the problem had 
always been a policy decision; that if there was going to be an ad- 
verse policy decision, there was no point in sending the ms. and 
wasting their time and money and mine. "Oh, no, she said, they 
would be very interested in such a book, and they would have no such 
adverse policy decision; but her letter makes clear that the contrary 
is the truth, and she also refers to the large number of books that 
have already appeared and which, of course, do not exist. 



After calling D ell, 1 went up there yesterday. Richard Roberts, the 
senior editor who had said he would read the ms. over the weekend 
last time I was up and didn’t, had left word 1 could return the ms. 
any time I wanted on the occasion ^ picked it up. I called first 
and recalled this to his secretary because he was ©busy, and she said 
yea, to do so. When I did, a very attractive young lady named Iva 
C apian came out and we had a long and I thought a very pleasant chat. 
She never did explain her function except that in the course of con- 
versation it turned out that she was not a secretary and not an editor. 
After talking to me for a while, she sard, I hope, - she seemed 




really quite interested - and she expressed the hope that M r. Robertz 
would give her the assignment of redding the ms., so I presume she 
may be a reader of some kind. 

At Scribern’s yesterday again I had a talk with a young I presume 
editor named H u tter. He also assured me that there would be no 
policy discrimination, that Scribner's would print any book they 
found worthwhile without consideration of such policy attitudes. I 
told him, as I had previously told others, I hoped that in this case 
I found such a laudable statement was correct. He seemed surprised 
to know that xo many previous cases it had been the opposite. He 
said he would read it in two weeks. 

I spoke to Appleton at the SatEvePost and he told me that Wilkinson 
had been in touch with him and thanked him for sendi ng me to him be- 
cause Wilkinson had found me such an interesting person, or something 
like that, In any event, it had to do with Wilkinson’s apfi arent 
appreciation of something about me. I asked Appleton if he“would be 
free to tell me why, when he had "been talking to me about a 20,000- 
word summary, the Post was not going to do it; and it was his reply 
that they had concluded they could not do justice to the book in 
20,000 words and that they were unwilling to devote to it the 
they thought it would require. In 

In talking to Wilkinson, I thanked him for making the script for 
syndication available and told him that if at seme future time it 
was used and produced revenue for us I would expect to pay him what- 
ever he thought would be a fair price for o this, and he said, ”Ho, 
not at all". Wilkinson told me that a Lucy Freeman who has written 
17 or 18 books having to do with psychology and psychiatry had been 
commissioned oby T. Y. Crowell to do a psychological study of Oswald 
and Kuby. It* so due to be published soon. 

I told Wilkinson about the G-allimard situation. He o suggested that 
I write Mme. Alice LeBayon, at 113 Blvd. St. G ermaine, Paris 6. H© 
said he had dealings with her and found her a good pesson. He was 
also distressed at our not having heard from Sidney Steibe and said 
it was bad manners and bad of him and he would be in touch with him. 

Tues. night Sidney told methat he had met socially a young woman 
named Sally B e if rage. She had just written a book that he said had 
been very well received and had been published I believe by Viking. 

It had to do with her experiences last summer as a volunteer civil 
rights worker. H e said that she was an editor. Sidney thought she 
was employed by the Hatl Library Press. There is no such organization 
and after some checking I found she was at the Hew American Library 
where I saw her after lunch yesterday afternoon. She told me the 
history of ; the M a rk Lane book which she had been interested in and 
had introduced to HAL. She had sent Lane to Boddeley Head in England; 
they are printing his book and Penguin is coming out with a paperback 
edition that is supposed to be a big deal. The Lane ms. is undergoing 
the heaviest kind of revisions on fact. It*s being closely scrutinzed 
by an undescribed committee of undescribed antecedents. Lane had 
prepared to mimeograph his to distribute it that way if it couldn’t 
be distributed any other way, but apparently hadn’t done so. Prior to 
so doing, he had placed o an ad in a small magazine called "Books” 
published by one Jerome Agel. There were a rather large number of 
replys, mostly from people who said that when the book was available 
they would like /to read it. Two, however, were from publishers who 
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wanted to read it and expressed an interest in it. 0 ne was from 
u scar Collier, pres, of Fleet Publ. C 0 rp., Murravhill 4-0065, 230 
Fark Ave., presumably south; the other was from B 0 b Ockene appar- 
ently an asst, editor at Bobbs-Merrill, who I saw this morning after 
speaking to him brief ly late yesterday afternoon. He may be an 
editor; he has an office to himself, in any event. Bobbs-Merrill is 
5* 3 W. 57th, Murraygii! 8-6350. I told Miss B e if rage that, although 
Bobbs- errill was on the list of people I intended to approach, I 
had never heard of fleet, altho subsequently I seened to have heard 
of them as a vanity harese or having had a connection with a sort of 
an inside deal on the White House, "My 30 years in the White House," 
or something of that sort, altho I could be wrong. But in any event 
told her that even tho I had intended approaching Bobbs-Merrill 9 
since othey had expressed an interest in the Lane book thru this ad 
1^ would not do so until I heard from her that it wouldn’t interfere* 
with consideration of the Lane ms. She said, on the contrary she 
thought I should go there because she was satisfied the publication 
in -England of the Lane ms. would effectuate its publication in the 
II. S. and that she thought it would be quite proper, therefore, for me 
to go to B 0 bbs-Merrill. Beforb doing so, however, I went back to 
see Wilkinson, thinking perhaps he o might want to make an introduction 
or a telephone call because I was under the impression Bobbs-Merrill 
was in Indianapolis. Wilkinson said o they were a fine old conserva- 
tive publishing gouse and just might do something with it. He told 
me to go ahead on my own, and it was thereafter I call Ockene. I met 
him about 10 o'clock this a.m. in his office by prearrangement and 
intended to have with me a Xeroxed copy, but all I had with me was a 
Themof axed copy. Stan had forgotten the Xeroxed copy heme because 
he left in a hurry. He seems quite excited about the subject matter 
and seems to be a very decent young man of liberal or progressive 
persuasions, at least about some things. He referred to the publi- 
cation in Liberation magazine and perhaps elsewhere of certain 
materials he thought would be of interest to me and said he would 
arrange to have them sent to me. When he said to have an interest 
in me, I told him fully and frankly all about my past, my experiences, 
etc. He seemed quite impressed. I told o hm that I prefer that o the 
book speak for itself and would not discuss it unless he put me in a 
position where pretty much had to, and from time to time the con- 
versation took us in that direction and while 1 demurred his great 
interest made it impossible to deny discussing it entirely. He had 
been interested in the chapter on Buby from Lane»s book that appar- 
ently had been published in Liberation. While I don’t know the entire 
contents of it, I told him X felt that in a book on the Warren Report 
the thing to do was to have in mind first things first and that any 
lengthy discussion of Ruby was not a first thing. I invited his 
attention to the manner in which I treated this and indicated my belief 
that X thought the rather slight treatment I had given it susBi. was 
adequate. I also told him of my intention to add to the ms. the 
information 1 had just discovered about Sgt. Patrick Dean’s confession 
of his being accused of perjury by the A sst. Counsel who interrogated 
him in D allas. We also discussed the appendix and he seems to think 
it’s an excellent idea, indicating that there might perhaps be an 
ever larger one than I had in mind. L began after a few pleasantries 
by asking if this was his interest or Bobbs-Merrill’ s, and he said it 
was the interest of both, that after seeing the ad he had discussed 
it with others on the staff in MY and had discussed Lane’s background 
with them, his left-wing connections, a conviction sometime in the 

past having to do with an alleged sexual offense, and all the other 
things that might be said about Lane and that, nonetheless, it had 




been decided to ask to see Lane»s ms. I think he intended to impress 
J;° d 1 ma ? t confess he did Impress me. He has a big Stack 
*®f d ’ and b ® showed it to me, but he said that within Ihe 
next 2 or 3 weeks I would certainly hear from him, and he asked what 

s ®^ edule was> . 1 told I would come up to NY at anytime he desired 
but that my possibilities of free housing next week were not the mcs t 
convenient so that, unless something unusual turned up, I expected to 
go up the following week whan that same problem wouldnH exist I 
saw him both of our telephone numbers, Sf oourse° l£o 
lasted well over an gauss hour and at its conclusion he said he honed 
that sometime in the future, and by this he meant that within the next 
couple of weeks, that he would have something constructive to tell me 
about this; that all that could be expected from Ny was a prior and 
tentative approval and all that could be immediately available from 
him was his own belief, whether or not Bobbs-Merrill could have a 
further interest. He also said that he hoped at the same time we 
niight get together that evening for a couple of hours to talk about 
other things he seemed interested in in my previous experiences. 

As soon as I could find a telephone after leaving the office not
